One of Heaviest Christmas Mails on 


Record Keeps Uncle Sam ’s Men 


on the Run

The post-office1 rush was expected 
to reach its peak today a s one of the 
heaviest Christ mas mails on record 
was keeping the postal clerks and 
employes on the rush, taking 
care 
of incoming and outbound mail. 
Tbe morning mail this morning 
from the west brought a mail 
that 
almost swamped tin* olliec. Several 
extra clerks and carriers are assist­ 
ing the regular force, 
and 
mail 
clerks are working full time instead 
of their usual shifts. 
Tbe records at the office show that 
for Monday» Tuesday and W ednes­ 
day of this week, a total of .‘>7,000 
two cent stam ps were sold, indicat­ 
ing a big business in letter 
mail, 
mostly greeting cards. The counter 
on the electric stam p cancelling m a­ 
chine, showed 18.000 pieces of mail 
on Wednesday, and most of 
these 
were greeting cards. 
The parcel post business, both in­ 
bound and outbound, lias remained 
steady, and is about normal. The big 
increase in business this year is not­ 
ed in first class mail, 
or 
greeting 
cards.

Rushville s chances for obtaining 
a federal building loomed once more 
today, as the Elliott building 
bill, 
which provides for postoffice appro­ 
priations, was passed by the house 
of representatives, and will go now 
to the Senate for action. 
The appropriation measure, call­ 
ing for a postoffiee building in Rush­ 
ville, was passed at the last, 
ses­ 
sion of congress, but the ap propria­ 
tions failed on the last day due 
to 
the rush of business, and the local 
m easure was lost with m any other 
similar bills. 
If the Elliott m easure is accept­ 
able to the Senate, it will 
provide 
$115,000 fo r the purchase of a site 
and building a postoffiee in 
R ush­ 
ville. The $15,000 is believed to be 
the appropriation for the site, and 
tin* remaining $100,000 for the build­ 
ing. 
The House of Representatives has 
increased the annual expenses for 
sueli buildings from $25,000,000 to 
<$35,000,000 in the hope of speeding 
ii j » t he program, which fell 
behind 
during the war. The Indiana cities

passed by Congressman Elliott, are 
listed as follows:

world he deliberately offered to hold 
his hand out of respect to the

The 
disarmament coiiierem-e which he 
proposed was his hard-thinking New 
England move towards peace based 
on the simple fact that naval wars 
are impossible without guns and ef­ 
fective guns are impossible without 
ships. 
Our English cousins and Lord Ro- 
thermere, tin1 British publicist, have 
now said within the week: that the 
British participants at that confer­ 
ence deliberately killed it on 
the

Elliott Building Bill,T>roviding $115,- 


000 for Rushville, is Passed by 


House 


NOW UP TO SENATE 


Rnshville's chances for obtaining 


a federal building loomed once more 
today, as the Elliott building bill, 
which provides for postoffiee appro- 
priations, was passed by the house 
of representatives, and will go now 
to the Senate for action. 


The appropriation measure, call- 


ing for a postoffice building in Rush- 
ville, was passed at the last 
ses- 


sion of congress, but,.the appropria- 
tions failed on the last day due to 
the rush of business, and the local 
measure was lost with many other 
similar -bills. 


If .the Elliott measure is accept- 


able to the Senate, it will provide 
$115,000 for the purchase of a site 
and building a postoffice in Rush- 
ville. The $15,000 is believed to be 
the appropriation for the site, and 
the remaining $100,000 for the build- 
ing. 


The House of Representatives has 


increased the annual expenses for 
such buildings from $25,000,000 to 
$35,000,000 in the hope of speeding 
up the program, which fell behind 
during the war. The Indiana cities 
affected by the bill introduced and 
passed by Congressman Elliott, are 
listed as follows:
